‘eleven. 
while by November fourteen more dissatis- 
fied couples wanted to be released.

CARNEGIE GOES BACK ON PITTSBURG. 


He Says Chicago and Lake Erie Points 
Are Steel and Iron Centers. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 20,-—(Special.}—An- 
drew Carnegie, who for years has boasted 
of Pittsburg as an iron and steel manufact- 
uring center, today Weclared that this city’s 
supremacy has gone to Chicago ’and ‘Lake 
Erie points. 

Mr. Carnegie has been here a week, and 
today, before leaving for New York, he sent 
to the newspapers a typewritten statement 
of his views on a variety of topics. He had 


» been solicited for his views on the plans for 


the proposed Lake Drie and Ohio River ship 
canal, and it is on this subject he takes up 
the loss of Pittsburg supremacy and gives 
some cherished notions severe blows. 

He says: “It has been my business to 
study ‘the question of ‘iron and steel manu- 
facture in the United States and after 1 
have passed in review the claims and ad- 
vantages of yarious points I have never 
failed to come back ta.good old Pittsburg 
and say, ‘Here is the spot.’ I continue this 
stidy and today I can no longer say this. 
Pittsburg is no longer the best point to man- 
ufacture steel in the United States. It takes 
two tons of iron ore to make a ton of fin- 
ished steel. It takes only one ton of coke to 
make one ton of steel pig iron. Therefore, 
a manufacturing plant on the shores of the 
lakes north of Pittsburg, gétting its two 
tons of ore by water, has the advantage of 
having to transport only its one ton of coke 
by rail. 
locate new steel works.” 

Mr. Carnegie protests against a ship canal 
being built, declaring lake transportation is 


tending toward’ ships of stich size they could 


not be brought here. He suggests a seven 
foot canal for barges; and also urges that 
the canal be built as a public privilege. 
Otherwise, he says, Pittsburg will cease to 
be the steel city, and Chicago or some other 
lake point will hold the title. 

Mr. Carnegie assumes the proposed canal 
would carry_ore at 20 cents a toh, and says: - 
“It costs $1.80,to bring two tons of ore to the . 
Pittsburg manufacturer. With canal tolls 
at 20 cents a ton the cost would be 40 cents. 
There would also be, say, five cénts a “ton

The ground on-which 
the old building stood ts the property of the 
firm and the new building that is Intended 
to replace the one burned down will be erect- 
ed over the old site.

SAYS QUESTION SHOULD BE SETTLED. 


Senator Davis Talks Vigorously About 
the Venesuelan Matter. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 20.—In a course of an 
interview today on the Veneguelan matter, 
Senator K. C. Davis, for a long time Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, said: . 

“Considering thé present situation in Ven- 
ezuela and the action of the British Govern- 
ment on the seizure of Corinto, I say most 
confidently that the United States ought to 
intervene in this business or formally and 
by proclamation abandon the Monroe doc- 
trine asa scare crow which will no longer 
frighten,”’ 

The Senator gave at considerable length 
the history of the original announcement of 
this doctrine by President Monroe, and out- 
lined the troubles over the boundaries be- 
tween British Guiana and Venezuela, add- 


“I do not, apprehend any war with En- 
gland arising out of existing conditions, or 
out of anything which we can foresee. She 
is a prudent nation. with all her power. She 
has given in the Dominion of Canada a 
hostage of peace to the United States far 
outvaluing the utmost that she can hope to 
obtain. or inflict by war. I think that firm 
remonstrance, an attitude so unyielding it 
will demonstrate the certainty of warlike 
action as the last extremity, will repress ag- 
gression, .assert our dignity, secure our 
safety, and vindicate our principles.’’ 

Senator Davis left tonight for Worcester, 
Mass, where he delivers an address Wednes- 
day evening on the Northwest. 


EMPEROR RETURNS TO POTSDAM. 


Gives Away His Bust and Telegraphs 
Compliments to Bavaria. 

Berlin, Oct. 2.—Eniperot William and 
Empress Augusta have returned to Potsdam 
from their trip to Woeérth and hag Strasburg, 
in the imperial province. 

Emperor William has aes a life-sized

visit to Strasburg. He has also telegraphed 


complimentary, congratulations to Prince 
‘Luitpold of Bavaria in reply to the latter's 


telegram congratulating him upor his visit 
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as well as assignments in large numbers, 
Among these assignments is ohne which may 
create considerable gossip and possibly 
some sharp criticism of the State Depart- 
ment, althotOgh the officials there declare 
the person involved is wholly blameless in 
the matter, and as Secretary Olney knows 
every detatl of the case, he has doubtless 
given it his sanction. The assignment is for 
$20,000, and was.made by Nathaniel Paige, 
the original lawyer in the case, in favor of 
David Graham Adee, the consideration be- 
ing legal services of a kind not specified. 

The unpleasant féature of the case fs that 
David Graham. Adee is the brother of Alvey 
A. Adee, Second Assistant Secretary of 
State. As the claim has been in the hands 
of the State Department for years, and as 
the assignment was made as far back as 
1882, enemies of Mr. Adee will be apt to 
charge that his personal interest through 
his brother was responsible for the success- 
ful prosecution of the claim, and this. charge 
is likely to be repeated soon from Spanish 
sources, | 

Alvey A. Adee, the present Assistant Sec- 
retary, was made Secretary of Legation at 
Madrid in 1870, and remained there for seven 
years. Antonié Maximo Mofa the same year

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. GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Drought the Longest Ever Known in 
the Weather Bureau’s Existence. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—Reports re- 
ceived at the Weather Bureau indicate the 
present drought is one of the severest, most 


States since the bureau's organization. 
There are a few places which show an ex- 
ception to’the general condition, but in no 
large section of the country, unless perhaps 
in the Northwest and Far West, does there 
appear to have been a soaking rain for. the 
last two months'or more. Where there has 
been exceptional precipitation it has been 
confined to small areas. In sorie parts of 
the country the drought began in the latter 
part of July, but in most of the sections it 
did not become markedly pronounced until 
in August.

BRIDGES ARE IN NEED OF REPAIRS. 


Condition of the North Side Ap- 
proaches Is Dangerous and Bad, 

The condition of the principal North Side 
approaches of the business center is a daily 
disgrace to Chicago. A tour of the Rush 
street; State street, and Dearborn avenue 
bridge district reveals a condition of desola- 
tion and needed repair. Starting at Dear- 
born avenue the block north of Michigan 
Street is half filled by the material used in 
rebuilding the jail. It is difficult for two 
lines of traffic to pass this overgrown lum- 
bér heap and widespread brick yard. The 
‘Dearborn street bridge, is an cxception to 
the rule, It isina fair state of repair. 

North State street has been repaired with 
material gathered from some dump grounds. 
Old shoes and chips of wood decorate the 
surface of a recently filled-in trench. Nearer 
the bridge large iron manholes lean against 
the sidewalk and enhance the rustic ap- 
pearance of huge piles of lumber and long 
piles of iron piping. The work of repairing 
walks over the Northwestern tracks moves 
on slower than the mills of the gods grind. 
The eastern sidewalk is still closed, the 
western is wanting a permanent handrail. 
Six men worked there yesterday. Their 
panee occupation seemed to be that of killing 
time. 

Cass street northward was in fair condi- 
tion as s surface, but Cass street has 
no outlet for traffic across the river and lit- 
tle traffic fo wear its surface. 

The cop@ition of Rush street would put a 
prairie town to shame. North of Kinzie 
there is a big bear pit of decayed wood pav- 
ing in thp center of the street. As faras the 
eye cov reach the paving had goné the way 
of all unrenewed paving. The heavy traffic 
has worn huge holes all the way along this 
street. Daily these holes grow déeper and 
worse, 

The north approach of Rush street bridge 
is old, worn, and decayed. The surface of 
the bridge is rotten and frregular. But the 
southern approac# is the worst of all. It is 
a matter of daily apprehension on the part 
of the policemen guarding this vortex of 
traffic when’ the crazy, rickety structure 
disappears beneath some heavy-laden truck. 
The whole bridge sinks, quivers, and trem- 
bles as éach load traverses it. The much- 
needed repairs here have been delayed, as 
the needs of State street bridge were more 
pressing. The lumber necessary has been 
placed in huge piles to hamper the traffic 
oh wait until the bridge repairers are 
rea 

It is said 50,000 vehicles a day cross the 
Rush street bridge in the busy season.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


St. Paul agents of Chicago companies are con- 
cermed over the attitude of the Salvage Corps of 
that city. When the Salvage Corps was organizei 
it was not known whether all the local agents 
would be in faver of ite maintenance. The 
Salvage Corps is a new venture, seven agents at 
St. Paul having formed the St. Paul Board of 
Fire J’nderwriters’ Salvage Corps. This name 
gave the impression to the outside world that the 
Selvage Corps was controlled by the local St. 
Paul Board. The promoters of the corps conveyed 
this impression by issuing a circular letter to the 
effect that the Salvage Corps was entirely under 
the jurisdiction of the local Board of Under- 
writers. When some little stir was raised against 
the name and its implying the local board was 
coneerned in the corps the seven agents claimed 
they were under the necesity of taking the name 
they did because of some provision in the law. 
It was shown by the agents who formed the op: 
position, however, that the name as used was 
not in accordance with any law. Some of the 
St. Paul agents now charge the formation of a 
combination by the seven agents and say the main 
body were not given a chance to participate in 
the movement or to take stock in the Salvage 
Corps. The seven agents who control the Salvage 
Corps say the profits for the first year will 
athount to between §7,000 and $8,000, and they 
are willing, they say, to pay back to the con 
panies everything over the actual running ex- 
penses required for the year This does not 
satisfy the St. Paul agents, who ask some as- 
surance that the surplus receipts will be returned 
to the companies. The St. Paul agents are as- 
serting bad faith on thé part of the seven who 
control the corps. Some charge now the scheme 
can be Hkened to a public salary grab, and they 
intimate the owners of the corps may sell out 


to private parties.

Judge Harrell is of the opir- 
ion the Governor will not call an extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature; that it would cost the 
State something like $100,000 to do so, and 
the emergency is not such as to warrant 
the expenditure. 

Attorney-General kinsworthy has been 
here all day getting the appeal papers ready 
to take the case to the Supreme Court to- 
morrow. The transcripts were completed 
this morning and.the Attorney-General will 
leave for the capital on the early morn- 
ing train. In an interview he stated as the 
Governor was exceedingly anxious to have 
the legal aspect of the question decided, in 
uli probapility the Supreme Court would re- 
view the papers at once, but he could not 
say when a decision would be given. ‘He 
also said if the Supreme Court affirmed the 
decision of the lower court it would erd all 
interference on the part of the Governor s0 
far as the law is concerned. What other 
steps, ff any, the Governor contemplated 
taking the Attorney-General would not say. 
it is thought the Supreme Court will take 
immediate action. 

Club and Julian Meet Today. 

A mecting of the Florida Athletic club 
will take place tomorrow morning, when 
Martin Julian will be present and be heard 
anent the proposed postponement of the 
meeting and change of rules from a finish 
fight to a glove contest. The best of feel- 
ings. do not exist between Julian and the 
officers of the club. The latter allege Julfan 
has no forfeit money tp on Fitzsimmons 
and if he does not put in an appearance he 
will forfeit nothing but his time. Julian 
declares ncicher he nor Fitzsimmons has 
been treated right in the affair; that they 
have not been consulted as to any of the 
proposed changes and that they have been 
accused of having nothing up on the fight, 
etc. He says .Fitzsimmons is in splendid 
condition, but, owing to the difference in 
the weather between heré and Corpus Chris-

As for postponing 
the fight, I can. see no necessity of that. As 
I understand it all that has to be done is to 
build the fence around Whittington Park 
twelve foot higher than it is now and throw 
up the seats, which can be done within 
twenty-four hours with a large force of 
men.

SHOULD THE TREASURY NOTES BE RE- 
| TIRED? 

In -his speech to the American Bankers’ 
Association Edward Atkinson took strong 
groulid in favor of retiring both the green- 
backs and the Sherman notes, especially 
the latter.’ He ‘said ‘the government had 
incurred a debt due on demand by means of 
a forced loah to the amount of more than 
500 million dollars for the purchase of 
me ballion under the Bland and Sherman 

Tt has paid for the silver by increas- 
See bn caas ee, 
legal tender notes. The silver miners and 
bullion dealers hate been enabled to force 
these notes into circulation, have taken in 
the profits, and the community must meet 
the loss, “The Bland and Sherman acts 
have’ ‘cost us 500 million dollars, less the 
value of the bullion in the Treasury and in 
the dollars coined” from the silver. 

. Mr, Atkinson held that we ought to get 
out of this diiticulty a as soon as practicable, 
and that the true way oat of it is a simple 
and easy.one. It is for the Treasury to 
provide itself with gold by the sale of bonds 
so as to enable it, in co}peration with the 
national banks, to mect any possible de- 
mand by the people for the redemption of 
these notes as fast as presented, “In that 
event, if the volume of paper money is 
redundant, it will be reduced by redemp- 
tion; if it is not redundant, it will continuc 
in circulation.” There is no question about 
ite being the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to.cancel and destroy all the 1800 
Treasury notes which are paid in silver dol- 
lars. It is another question what Congress 
would do with the depreciated silver ijeft 
on its hands after the retirement of the 
paper issued against it. 

The speaker said, the way in which the 
banks now may coperate with the Treasur; 
80 as instantly to remove all cause of distrust 
and discredit would be for a combination 
of the national and State banks to offer to 
purchase such. amount of the 4 per cent 
thirty year. bonds as would suffice to with- 
draw all the Treasury notes of 1890 which 
now. are .in- circulation. Less than 90 mill- 
ions of. bonds would be required to cover in 


all the outstanding notes of 1890, and he 


held that it is the privilege but the 
duty of the national banks to place all their 
gold at-the command of the Treasury. In 
other words,-the Treasury is but one of the 
national banks of issue, and, being that 
of largest issue, upon its absolute sol-

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| HARRISON DID NOT ADVISE M’KINLEY. 
Some days ago John C. New, Gen. Harri- 
said that e-any 


son's “next friend,” said 
action was taken about the tariff 
the ex-President sent for Maj. McKinley, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means, and begged him to use his in- 
fluence in the House to prevent the passage 
of his bill, which would increase the exist- 
ing high duties unnecessarily, since the 
effect of a general raising of the duties on 
consumers would be disastrous at the polis 
to the Republican party. 

If Gen. Harrison gave that advice he had 
more foresight than most of the Republican 


leaders of that day. But the Cincinnati 


Commercial Gazette, speaking probably for 
Maj. McKinley, says no such advice was 
given to him by President Harrison. It 
declares that “all such statements are un- 
true and misleading,” and that— 
Ex-President Harrison deserves neither censure 
nor praise on account of the McKinley tariff law, 
He took no part in drafting or the consideration 
of the measure. No feature of the law, so far as 
those who compiled it are aware, represented his 
particular views or met with his specific disap- 


proval. 4 
Répeatediy President Harrison, when asked by 


those drafting the bill what he thought of it, 
stated that the details should be left to those in 
gharge of the measure; that they were responsible 
to the people and were most familiar with the 
eubjects In hand, He offered no advice, 


The Cincinnati paper states further that 
wher the McKinley high tax bill went to 
the President for his signature he showed 
ho displeasure and offered ‘no criticism. 
Nor did he at any subsequent time say that 
he was dissatisfied with the McKinley high 
tariff law. 

Here, then, are two flatly contradictory 
statements. That of the Commercial Ga- 
zette seems to be much nearer the truth. If 
President Harrison did appeal to Maj. Me- 
Kinley to stand between the party and the 
greedy mill bosses and wool men and pro- 
tect it from them and he failed to do so the 
President, if in earnest; Would have ap- 
pealed to other influential Republicans in 
the Housé and Senate. It is not claimed 
that he did so. 

It is known that he earried the policy of 
non-intervention so far that when Mr. 
Blaine was fighting for reciprocity of trade 
in non-competitive articles in order to make 
the McKinley bill less offensive to the pub- 
lic, President Harrison did not lift a finger 
to help him. Had he felt then that the 
ultra high tariff leaders were “digging his 
political grave” he would have done all he 
could to help Mr. Blaine with the reciprocity 
scheme. 

It is very likely that Gen. Harrison, after 
studying the election returns of 1890 and 
1892, has come to the conclusion that he 
ought to have advised Maj. McKinley not 
to go so fast and so far. Five years have 
elapsed since that advice should have been 
given, and it would not be strange if Gen. 
Harrison’s memory had played him a trick, 
so as to make him believe he did what he 
ought to have done but did not. 

Qne fact is undisputed, however. That 
is that Gen. Harrison has not as high an 
opinion of the McKinley ultra tariff law 
as he had in October, 1890, when he. signed 
his name to it and made it a law, and that 
whether he thought much or little of its 
author then, he thinks less of him now. 
Otherwise he would not solemnly warn the 
party that it must not nominate him.

LONDON WATER SUPPLY. 

“The East London Water company has 
been officially complained of before the 
Local Government Board. Itis alleged the 
company does not use every effort in its 
power to maintain a due supply, does not 
draw from the River Thames the full quan- 
tity to which it is legally entitled, does not. 
use its statutory powers of buying water 
from other companies, and favors one class 
of customers to the disadvantage of another. 
In this connection it is stated that the Lon- 
don County Council is perfecting plans for 
an independent water supply from a dis- 
tance of 150°to 170 miles from the metropo- 
lis. The sources of supply are 600 to 2,800 
feet above the sea level, being at the head 
waters of the Usk, Wye, and Towy, in the 
Welsh Counties of Cardigan, Brecon, Rad- 
nor, and Montgomery. There is a total 
area of 488 square miles on which the rain: 
fall is very heavy, varying from forty-fivé 
up to seventy-five inches or more per annum. 
After making full allowance for evapora- 
tion and dry years, and giving due com- 
pensation in water to the brooks and rivers 
from which the supply is derived, 415 mill- 
ion gallons per day can be obtained, as com- 


| pared with 300 million gallons per day with- 


out .compensation from the 3,542 square 
miles in the Thames Valley above Molesey. 
It is proposed at first to utilize only half of 
this supply, the 200 million gallons excead- 
ing the 192 millions now supplied by the 
eight companies which distribute water to 
the different parts of London and surround- 
ings. At the present cost of $450,000 per 
annum for each million gallons of daily sup- 
ply the works should be worth nearly 90 
million dollars, which is a sum far less than 
what the companies claim for the transfer 
of their united undertakings to the Council, 
Another great scheme proposed by the 
Council is one for a new avenue ninety fect 
wide between Holborn and the Strand, the 
widening of Exeter street so as to afford 
direct communication with the Waterlon 
bridge, and some other changes, which in- 
clude the closing of Wych street. The total 
estimated cost of this improvement is about 
| ten million dollars, this providing a good 
site for the County Hall, if it should pe Se 
cided to baild one, 


THE THIRD TERM MOVEMENT. 
There are manifest symptoms of a growth 
of Cleveland third term sentiment among

Mr. Cleveland is aware of the existence 


of this feeling and will'try to make the most 


of it. Of course he would like to stay in 
the White House until the beginning of the 
‘uext-century. If nominated he would not 
hesitate to accept if he saw any chance of 
‘being elected. But he has to get the nom- 
ination first, and his friends seem to think 
the best way to get around this third term 
‘tradition is by holding him up as the savior 
of the currency. 

He is likely to secure much Bastern sup- 
port and he may get the New York delega- 
tion—if Tammany, Hill, and Whitney will 
accede to his third term wishes. But those 
two New York politicians may not be will- 
ing to wait four years more before they 
urge their claims. While the Eastern Dem- 
ocrats may be for Cleveland, many Western 
ones will not be. When Gov. Altgeld was 
asked the other day what he thought of the 
third term his reply was: “I think the pres: 
ent term will send that fraud into the ob- 
livion he deserves.” This is not polite lan- 
guage, but it is the way the free silver Dem- 
ocrats feel about the man who has done so 
much to defeat their rascally designs, 


‘GAS VERSUS ELECTRICITY. 

In the last few years there has been such 
an extensive substitution of electricity for 
gas than many people have gained the idea 
the latter is doomed .to abandonment in 


| favor. of the newer candidate for popular 


favor as an illuminant. But it seems. not 
impossible that gas will take the front place 
for the production of power, and it promises 
to be what most people would call the poor- 
est quality—namely: “producer gas," 
which searcely has any value as an illumi- 
nant. A recent investigator has obtained 
some very interesting results of compari- 
son between two engines of 1,000 horse- 


| power each, one of which is operated by the 


generation of gas and the other is a steam 
engine, the energy of which is transformed 
and transmitted by means of electricity. 
The gas engine is the more economical! of 
the two, 

Gas is claimed to be the most economical 
form of fuel, at least for a very large num- 
ber of industrial purposes, The whole of 
ite contained heat energy can be obtained 
by combustion, and when used in the gas 
engine it requires but the minimum of fric- 
tion, the pressure being applied to the piston 
at the time when and the place where the 
pressure is developed. The gas engine can 
be made to evolve energy only when it is 
wanted, while an enormous waste is suf- 
fered by the running of steam engines at 
full force when little work has to be done. 
It is teue that the surplus energy in such 
cases might be stored up in electrical ac- 
cumulators, but they do not give out all 
they take in, and probably there always will 
be a large percentage of loss in the opera- 
tion. Even when, it has an electric attach- 
ment the steam plant develops energy which 
dissipates in the making, while the genera- 
tor can make gas during a certain number 
of hours each day to be stored in the holder 
till wanted.’ Also it is possible that there is 
less loss of power in sending gas through 
pipes or mains, to be used in generators 
where the power is wanted, than in the 
transmission of electrical force along wirés 
for the same distance. 

The argument in favor of gas as against 
steam is strengthened by the reported ex- 
perience of Mr. W. L. Wildy in making gas 
in the service of the municipal corporation 
of Leeda, England. Mr. W. says the sim- 
plest producer used by him in generating 
gas for the production of motion is a column 
of coke about ten feet high. After the dis- 
tillation of the gaseous product from the 
fuel there was a residue which made the 
eost of the gas itself a mere cipher. The 
by-products were so valuable at the time of 
the experiment that they paid all the ex- 
pense for labor and material, including in- 
terest on the cost of the plant and allowance 
for depreciation, leaving the gas in the 
holder to cost nothing except for the items 
of distribution and collection of accounts. 
It is fair to assume that if the process used 
at Leeds should be generally employed the 
immensely greater supply of the by-products 
would result in their extensive cheapening, 
so that they then would not pay all the cost 
of producing the gas. But even in that case 
the cost would be small, and the other ad- 
vantages noted above gesoe dt would con- 
tinue in full force. 

The gasmaking at Leeds appears to be in 
line with a recent discovery the ownership 
of the patents on which is now in litigation 
in the courts of New York State. It is 
claimed that this process has brought the 
cost of making producer gas so low that it 
must effect a revelution in the production of 
r power. The new departure was the sub- 
ject of a very interesting discussion at a re- 
cent meeting of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, and the expression 
of views is reported in Cassier’s Magazine. 


COST OF ELECTRIC ARC LIGHTING.

In regard to development Dr. Krohn held 
ali children develop in the same way, but 
not at the same rate. The manner in which 
writing should be taught is indicated by a 
study of physiology. The muscles of the 
shoulder develop seventeen months before 
the muscles of the elbow, the muscles of the 
wrist come eight months later, and the 
muscles, of the fingers last of all: Hence 
the old style of writing by finger motion 
only was wholly unscientific. The value of 
following natural methods was well shown 
in a recent experiment at one of the schoole 
in Paris, where 100 boys were taught in 
four classes of twenty-five each’ accordin: 
to the most approved methods, and it was 
ascertained they could master in four years 
the whole curriculum that under the old 
system took seven years. 

Attention should be id to every little 
detail, said Dr. Krohn. The size of the letters 
in a book is important. A child reads by 
the upper half of the letters more than by 
the lower. Too large a size is equally as 
bad as too small. e letters should not be 
more than one-twelfth of an inch high and 
a line should not be more than four inches 
long. In numbers four .is the limit of an 
ordinary child's. comprehension at sight. 
American school books are the best in the 
world, but they are made too much for 
country children. 

The investigations now going on, said Dr. 
Krohn, will soon show the leading powers 
and characteristics of an Illinois child and 
they will be of inestimable advantage to 
teachers.

Is Often Fatally Subject—Theory 
and Practice of Late Therapeutic 
Departure Explained—Symptoms of

The anti-toxin laboratory at the hospital. 
is one of the two similar institutions west 
of New York. It was established by the 
enterprise of Dr. McKillip as a part of his 
nospital, with the skilled assistance of Dr, 
G. E. Krieger, surgeon of the Chicago Hos-

pital and formerly a lecturer on surgery in 
ithe University of Wurzburg, in Bavaria. 
The laboratory was established six months 
ego, but will not have any anti-toxin ready 
for sale for two or three weeks yet. It will 
manufacture three kinds of anti-toxin, one 
for diphtheria, one for tetanus or lockjaw, 
and one for puerperal-fever. The process 
is the same for each. It was described by 
Dr. Krieger yesterday as follows: 

The theory of anti-toxin is that when an 
animal is poisoned. with the bacteria that 
cause diphtheria, tetanus, or puerperal-fever 
the animal organism generates a substance 
calculated to neutralize the poison, and this 
substance is fourid in the serum of the ani- 
mal’s blood and will have the same anti-toxic 
virtue if transferred to the veins of another 
animal. The anti-toxic cure for diphtheria,

for instance,is to take the diphtheritic poison 
from a patient, poison a rabbit, sheep, or 
horse with it, and then draw the poisoned 
animal’s blood, separate the serum, and in- 
ject it into the veins of a diphtheritic patient. 
It has been found by experiment that the 
horse is the best animal for this purpose. 
A horse is chosen that is young, healthy, 
large, and gentle. “The larger he is the more 
serum he will yield, and if he were vicious 
he could not be operated on with safety. 


Horses in the Laboratory. 

“The first thing we needed was a collection 
of horses, and we bought four for that pur- 
pose. We gave them names beginning with 
the first four letters of the alphabet, and 
called them respectively Achilles, Bacillus,

Coccus, and Diana. Achilles and Diana are 
used for the production of diphtheria anti- 
toxin, Bacillus for tetanus anti-toxin, and 
Coeccus for puerperal feter anti-toxin. All 
these steeds have been undergoing treat- 
ment for the last four or five months to turn 
their serum into anti-toxin. Achilles is pret- 
ty nearly saturated, as we say, and we will 
draw a pint of his blood today to test his 
condition. The other three horses will fol- 
low two or three weeks later. 

‘These horses are brought into condition 
by hypodermic injections of the poison de- 
rived from patients who are ill with these 
diseases. Let us take diphtheria for illus- 
tration. The poison is taken from the throat 
of a diphtheritic patient and a culture is 
made. of the microbes which it contains. 
That is, it is put into a quert of bouillon and 
kept in a warm place untilthe microbes have

What 
this material is has not yet been decided, nor 
have bacteriologists.or chemists been able 
to. Separate it from the blood. But it has 

m proved to exist only Mm the serum, and 
to use it as a remedy it is necessary, first of 
all, to separate the serum from the blood 
corpuscles. Various methods of doing this 
are used, but the best is to set the blood 
away in a refrigerator until it cools and 
coagulates. When this process is complete 
the serum is one-half of the blood. 


Serum Prepared for Use. 


“The serum is then put through a process 
of refinement, aftér which it is sashnd in 
small vials containing a teaspoonful, more 
or less, and is ready for sale. As the strength 
varies the size of the vials and the price 
vary. also. The cost of manufacture, also, 
is different in different places, and this also 
affects the price. The Berlin and Paris viais 
sell for $2.50, the Paris vial containing more 
material but of less strength. We expect to 
manufacture the same article and sell it 
for one-half as much. 

“Anti+toxin is used as a remcdy by in- 
jecting the serum_of the horse hypoderm- 
ically into the circulation of the patient. 
As to the quantity to be injected no rule can 
be laid down, for it de 8 on the strength 
of the anti-toxin and the age and condi- 
tion of the patient.

CRAMPS WILL COMPETE WITH EUROPY. 


Anxious to Build Warships for Japan’s 
Navy. 

New York, Oct. 17.—John A. Cockerill, 
special correspondent of the New York 
Herald, sends the following from ‘Ydko- 
hama, Japan,. Sept. 27, via San Francisco, 
Cal,, Oct, 15, 1805: By the China, sailing 
today, Gen. George B. Williams returns 
to the United States. Before leaving he 
said: “The Japanése Government favors an 
increased navy, and at the next meeting of 
the Diet, which will begin in November, 
such increase will undoubtedly be author- 
ized, Several battleships and first-class 
cruisers will be ordered from abroad. Cramp 
& Sons of Philadelphia will compete with 
European builders for the construction of 
the same. The object of my visit to Japan 
was well known to the Japanese public— 
that is, I was anxious to secure a contract 
for a battleship for an American firm, the 
Cramps. 

“The exceeding courtesy and consideration 
shown me by every member of the govern- 
ment with whom I ein contact convinces 
me that when the time comes for a determi- 
nation American shipbuilders will receive 
recognition.. In Japanese naval circles there 
has, of course, been a strong feeling in feg’or 
of English-built ships, but the splendid war 
vessels of the American navy are now spoken 
of in terms of the highest admiration. The 
commercial side of the question strongly 
favors the United States. Asis well known, 
the Japanese export to our country more, by 
a large percentage, than to all Europe com- 
bined. e take nearly all of the Japanese 
tea exported; one-fourth of her manufact- 
ured silk and over half of her raw silk. The 
Japanese thoroughly understand this, and 
as a consequence will favor our shipbuilders 
when the opportunity occurs.”’
